Justice Scott Grants Injunction to 
North Edmonton Farmer 


Against City

Justice Seott, in the 
court yesterday handed 


judgment/on an application by 


Francis C, Clare, a North Ed- 
monton farmer, through whose 
land = flows the Saskatchewan 
river, prohibiting the city from 
increasing the amount of sewage 
emptied into the river. The 


judgment takes the form of an 
injunction, At present this in- 
junetion permits the continuation 
of the system now in force. But 
within two years’ time, Justice 
Scott's judgment provides that no 
sewage at all may be emptied 
into the river without first being 
purified, This gives the city two 
years in which to construct a 
sewage disposal and purification 
plant. 

Justice Scott, in his judgment, 
points out that the polluted river 
water is working an injury to Mr. 
are. On the very orders of 
the city’s medical officer of health 
he is prevented from allowing hfs 
cows to drink the water at that 
point or from cutting ice in the 
winter,

Citizen Write City Council Saying 
More Deserving Young Men 
Are Excluded and Well-todo 
and Rich Have Rooms 


James Edwards of 448 First street, 
had a letter before the city council 
last night, objecting strongly to the 
grant for the Y.M.C.A. He claimed 
that the rooms. of the building were 
eceupied by the well-to-do and rich, 
to the exclusion of young men of 
more. moderate means. 

His letter is as follows: 

“There is a proposal’ before your 
honorable body to grant free light and 
water to the ¥.M.C.A. Permit me, as 
a ratepayer, to offer strong objection 
to the granting vu. .... concession, 

“The Y.M.C.A. is a very worthy in- 
stitution, but deserves support only 
when it carries out the expressed ob- 
jects of the organization. In the case 
of the Edmonton branch, there is a 
tendency to trade upon the good 
established good reputation of the 
main organization without fulfilling 
the moral obligation. 

“The building the Edmonton branch 
occupies is a gift from the citizens 
of Edmonton and;as-there is a good 
income from rooms, dues, house fees 
and donations, the association should 
be above asking: for concessions not 
granted by the city to other organiza- 
tions, As most people understand it, 
the purpose of the Y.M.C.A. dormi- 
tories is to give worthy young men 
an opportunity. to secure desirable liv- 
ing quarters at reasonable rates, It 
is implied and often stated that young 
men of small means coming from 
otner cities will be able to secure 
rooms at the ¥.M<.A., and keep in 
good company. But a young man 
coming to this city and many worthy 
young men in the city, find it impos- 
sibie to secure accommodation owing 
to the fact that the rooms are perm- 
anently occupied by men who belong 
elsewhere. These men are frequently 
well-to-do and have no right to ex- 
cluue \yuung men for whose accom- 
modation the building was intended. 
The association in permitting this 
abuse should forfeit all claims to spe- 
clal concessions from the city, Prom- 
inently among those who are located 
in the dormitory to the exclusion of 
more deserving parties I might men- 
tion a man reputed to be a million- 
afre, who is one of the largest owners 
of revenue-bearing property in the 
city, a practicing physician, an ex-
